“COL.” ED BUTLER PLEADS NOT 
GUILTY TO COMPLICITY. 


John Fontana and Waller Edwards Say 
They Have Heard of a Petition 
for the Extension. 


John R. Fontana, member of the House 
of Delegates for the Twenty-second ward, 
told the Post-Dispatch Friday morning that 
he had ‘been informed that a petition to 
the Board of Public Improvements to open 
Vandeventer avenue through the Fair 
Grounds is being circulated among. the 
property owners. 

“I understand,’” he continued, “that, if 
the Board of Public Improvements acts up- 
on the petition favorably, an ordinance, 
authorizing the opening, will be sent to 
the House of Delegates.”’ 

if this suggested ordinance shall become 
a law, racing will cease at the Fair 
Grounds because there will not be sufficient 
acreage on either side of the avenue to 
accommodate a mile track. 

The extension would pass over the site 
of the clubhouse and cut into the east 
section of the track and field to a depth of 
over 200 feet.

In ua recent autobiography he says of his 
early history: ‘‘I was born a slave on a plan- 
tation in Virginia. im 1857, or 1858, I think. 

My first memory of life is that of a one- 
reom log cabin, with dirt floor. Wrapped in 
a few rags on this dirt floor I spent my 
nights, and clad in a single garment about the 

plantation I spent my days. The morning of 
freedom came and, although a child, I recall 
vividly my appeaarnce with forty or fifty 
slaves on the veranda of the ‘big house’ to 
hear read the document that made wus nien 
instead of property.’’

MORGAN IS MOVING SPIRIT 


BETHLEHEM CO. IS PARTY TO 
PROPOSED AGREEMENT. 


Its Armor Plate Business Will Be Com- 
bined With That of United States 
Steel Corporation for Eco- 
nomical Purposes. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—A new and gi- 
gantic industrial combination which @_!0 
consolidate the armor plate manufacture of 
this country, enter into the building of 

™merchant and warships for the world's 
_ trade and take over the large and growing 
export trade of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, is about to be organized by J. P. 
Mergan and his ailies. 

Although no official details of the scheme 
are yet attainable, from sources believed to 
be beyond question enough of the program 
of the new Morgan project is told to indi- 
cate that it will be one not only of great 
importance, but far reaching in its results. 

It will not only consolidate many details 
of the steel and fuel business of the coun- 
try now separated, but also serve to bring 
into closer relationship these interests and 
the great railroad interests controlled by 
the Vanderbilts and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. These interests are also to be closely 
allied with, if not made a unit, with large 
Interests of like character abroad, 

The new company is to be called the 


Anglo-American Steel Co. 
Schwab’s Buy 
Explained. 

Its formation will explain in the recent ac- 
quisition by Mr. Schwab of the United 
States Steel corporation, of the whole capi- 
tal stock of the Bethelehem Steel Co., which 
has heretofore been something of a puzzle 
to steel men. 

The Bethlehem Steel Co. is the one com- 
petitor in this country of the Steel Trust in 
the production of armor plate, while it is 
also the most important producer in the 
United Sttes of the neavy forgings and 
other heavy parts for marine engines and 
ships frames, shafts for big engines and 
ship’s screws, and it produces all of the 
heaviest forgings for big guns-for the gov- 
ernment. 

The new company is to take over the 
armor business of both old compauies. All 
the armor business is to be moved to a 
new tidewater plant to be erected on Staten 
Isiand on waterfront lands that have al- 
ready been privately secured between Fort 
George and Fort adsworth. 

On this site, it is also esserted, will be 
erected an enormous plant where steel in 
many forms will be manufactured for the 
export trade. 

he recent election of President Baer of 
the Reading Railroad as a director in the 
Pennsylvania Steel Co. and the formation 
of the Pocahontas Coal Co. to control the 
fine coking coals of West Virginia are be- 
lieved to be part of the same scheme. 

When the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. ac- 

uired control of the Pennsylvania Steel 

‘o. it was asserted that its purpose was to 
protect itself against being put at the mercy 
of the steel trust for rails. The Pennsyl- 
vain Steel Co. owns the big shipbuilding 
plant at Sparrow’s Point, Md.

It is understood: that under the arrange- 
ment now to be made the Sparrow’s Point 
Plant will become a part of the Anglo- 
American Steel Co.’s works and that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad will turn over its 
railmaking under contracts which will iIn- 
sure it low prices and a profitable control 
of the steel frelghtage from Pittsburg for 
the trust.

TERMS OF TWENTY WEEKS 


Eleven Buildings, Accessible to Young 
People in All Parts of the City, 
Are Being Used. 


Superintendent of Schools F. Louis Soldan 
has issued aé circular announcing the 
courses of study of the free evening schools 
now open to students who are employed 
during the day. 

Eleven evening schools, including the ev- 
ening high school, or O'Fallon Polytechnic 
Institute, are now being conducted in schoo] 
buildings in different parts of the city. 

The terms continue for 20 weeks, having 
commenced early in the present month. The 


sessions are held three nights of each weex. 
on Monday, Wednesday and Friday, from 
i to 9 o'clock. 

Students between the ages of 14 and 10, 
who have not the opportunity to attend the 
day sessions of the public schools, are ad- 
mitted to the evening schools. 

The schools are so located as to be ac- 
cessible to young people in all parts of the 
city. In North St. Louis the sessions are 
held in the Eliot schvuol, 4250 Grove street, 
and in the Jackson school, Madison and 
Hogan streets. The first named school 
bullding will be occupied after Nov. 15, and 
the sessions are now being held in the 
Irving school, 3829 North Twenty-fifth 
street. 

In the southern part of the city the Car- 
roll school. Tenth and Carrol streets, and 
the Lyon school, Ninth and Pestalozz! 
streets, are used; in the central section, the 
Franklin school, 1633 Lucas avenue: the

For admission to the evening high school 
a certificate of graduation from the dis- 
trict evening schools or other evidence of 
sufficient nage eee is required. 

In the high school, Carroll, Eliot, Jack- 
son and Lyon schools, classes in drawing 
are maintained. The course in drawing 
includes both the free hand and mechani- 
cal branches, machine and architectural 
drawing. Lessons in constructive and dec- 
orative design are also given. and 
hand drawing from objects and from nature 
is taught.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18—Three hundred 
persons at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel last 
night heard “Mark Twain,’ otherwise 
Samuel L. Clemens, denounce Crokerism 
and Tammanyism. Mr. Clemens is on the 
stump for Seth Low for mayor. He be- 
gon in this way: 

“Great Britain -had a Tammany and a 
Croker a good while ago. This Tammany 
was in India. Its first boss was Clive, @ 
sufficiently crooked person sometimes, but 
straight as a yardstick when compared 


with the corkscrow ¢rookedness of the sec- 
ond boss, Warren Hastings. The old-time 
Tammany was the India company’s gov- 
ernment and had its headquarters at Cal- 
cutta. Ostensibly, it consisted of a Great 
Council of four persons, of whom one was 
the governor-general, Warren Hastings. 
Really, it consisted of one person, Warren 
Hastings, for by usurpation he concen- 
trated all ee in himself, and gov- 
erned the country like an autocrat. 


The Comparison 
Closely Drawn. 

“At his mercy was the daily bread of 
every official, every trader, every clerk, 
every civil servant, big and little, in the 
whole huge India company's machine, and 


the man who hazarded his bread by any 
ee of subserviency to the boss lost 


“Now, then, let the supreme masters of 
British India, the giant corporation of the 
India company in London, stand for the 
voters of the city of New York. Let the 
Great Council of Calcutta stand for Tam- 
many; let the corrupt and money-grubbing 
reat hive of serfs which served under the 
ndian Tammany’'s rod stand for the New 
York Tammany’'s serf; let Warren Hastings 
stand for Richard Croker, and it seems to 
me that the parallel igs exact and com- 
Prete. And so, let us be properly grate- 
nl and thank God and our good luck that 
we didn't invent Tammany. 

“No, its English. We are always imitat- 
ing English; sometimes to our advantage, 
oftenest the other way. And if we can’t 
find something recent to imitate we are 
willing to go back a hundred years to hunt 
for a chance.”’ , 

For purposes of comparison, Mr. Clemens 
paraphrased excerpts from the speech of 
the immortal Edmund Burke, when that 
brilliant orator made his open speech for 
the prenecssien in the trial for impeach- 
ment. 

He reproduced Burke’s word picture of 
Hastings, applying it to Croker by substi- 
tutin ammany for the first ‘“‘India’’ and 
New York City for the second ‘India.’ This 
is the picture:

“So, my lords, we have brought before 


ou the first man of India, in rank, au- 
hority and station. We have before you 
the chief of the tribe, the head of the whole 
body of Eastern offenders, a captain gen- 
eral of inquity, under whom all the fraud, 
all the peculation, all the tyranny in India 
are embodied, disciplined, arrayed and paid. 
This is the person, my lords, that we bring 
before you. We have brought before you 
such a person, that, if you strike at him 
with the firm and decided arm of justice, 
you will not have need of a great many 
more ¢xamples. You strike at the whole 
corpos if you strike at the head’’ 
Substituting the name of Croker for that 
of Hastings, Mr. Clemens reproduced 
Burke's ~~ of the governor-gen- 
eral as follows: « 
“We know that we can commit safely the 
interests of this great metropolis into your 
han Therefore it is with confidence that, 
ordered by the people—— 
“T impeach Richard Croker of high crime 
and misdemeanors. 
“I impeach him in the name of the peo- 
ple, whose trust he has betrayed. 
‘T impeach him in the name of all the 
people of America, whose national char- 
acter he has dishonored. : 
“I impeach him in the name of and by 
virtue of those etern laws of justice, 
which he has violated. 
“IT im ch him in the name of human 
nature itself, which he has ay out- 
raged, injured and gw bey in both sexes, 
in we age, rank, situation and condition 
of life.”’

The Small Lads Had a Gun and a 
Bunch of Very Yellow Wild 
West Novels. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 18.—All the fam- 
ous Indian fighters can go way back and 
sit down. If in fact they or their memor- 
les are not relegated to the back seats 
the credit Is due to the Memphis police de- 
partment. This fact is patent to all who 
saw Leon and Wesley Rowland, two run- 
away boys from Marietta, O. The sons of 
Seth Rowland of Marletta, O., said they left 
home simply to see some of the world. 
They have seen Cincinnati, Memphis and 
Athens, O., and as s00n as an officer ar- 
rives from their home they will be taken 
back with only this limited experience to 
cherish. 

Not since the oldest member of the 
police department donned the blue and 
brass have tw> such consummate incorrig- 
ibles as the Rowland boys fallen into the 
hands of the department. 

The boys were arrested because they 
suited the description of the two boys who 
ran away from home at Wynne, Ark. They 
are 10 and 13 years old. Leon is the elder 
boy. He is not as bright and witty as 
Wesley, the 10-year-ola. When taken in by 
the officers the boys had a single barreled 


shotgun, four novels and a hunting sack. 
together with some loaded shells. 6on is 
large for his age, though he is still wear- 
ing knee pants. He has red hair, a freckled 
face, prominent front teeth and gray eyes. 
He is inclined to reticence and talks only 
after duly weighing the impart of his 
words. In this respect he is far advanced 
of his years.

FREE SEED DISTRIBUTION. 


Agricultural Department Will Send 
Out 37,000,000 Packages. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The department 
of agriculture completed plans for the an- 
nual seed distribution throughout the coun- 
try. Despite the fact that double the usual 
amount of seeds are to be sent out this 
winter, the preliminary work has advanced 
much farther than in previous years. There 
will be 37,000,000 packages of seed distrib- 
uted, comprising both vegetables and 


flowers. 

A change has been made in the method 
of distribution of cotton and forage crops, 
which now, instead of being sent broadcast, 
will be sent only to sections where they are 
adaptable and liable to bring about im- 
proved conditions. 

Havana and Sumatra tobocco will be sent 


‘only to Florida and certain parts of New 


England, where their culture has proven 
successful and where muslin sheets spread 
over large tracts of tobacco are to fur- 
nish the necessary tropical conditions. Oth- 
er types of tobaco plants will be sent to 
other sections. The department will begin 
sending out the sceds about Dec. and 
most of them will be furnished through sen- 
ators and representatives.

HAWANL NEEDS LABOR 


PLANTERS ANXIOUS FOR MORE 
CHINESE COOLJZES. : 


NATIVES DYING OFF RAPIDLY 


The Agricultural Department Will Do 
Everything Possible to Encourages 


Coffee and Rubber Growing. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Mr. Henry E. 
Cooper, territorial secretary, and for sev- 
eral months prior to his departure for the 
United States acting governor of Hawaii, 
has discussed with Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson the conditions in the territory. One 
of the main aims of Mr. Cooper's trip here 
is to acquaint the administration with the 
actual situation in Hawail. In his con 
ference with Secretary Wilson he em- 


phasized the seriousness .of the labor 
problem. The natives are dying off rapid- 
ly, the mortality being in the neighborhood 
of 40 deaths to the thcusand, and foreign 
laborers are wetting out of the country 
much more rapidly than they are coming 
in. 

The encouragement of Chinese labor, 
said he, is regarded as the most promising 
solution and the territorial government is 
anxious that large numbers of laborers 
shall come in from China. The sugar cane 
crop that should have been harvested at 
the beginning of July, he said, is not yet 
off the field and will not be harvested be- 
fore next month. The natives generally 
will not work, 

The coffee industry is languishing and 
many ry that should be raised there 
have to be bought outside the islands. Sec- 
retary Wilson informed Mr. Cooper of a 
report from the superintendent of the ag- 
ricultural station in Honoluly showing, 
among other things, that it costs $26 an 
acre to fertilize the cane crop in Hawaii, 
and pointed out the big farm wage which 
has to be paid to farm laborers, viz.: Forty 
dollars a month peng, | board, which is, 
approximately, $10 more than in this coun- 
try. Mr. Cooper suggested that the aver- 
age farm wage might be even greater. 

Secretary Wilson told Mr. Cooper of the 
lans the department was making for 
tJawaii, and said that he intended to build 
up the coffee, spice and rubber and other 
industrie, and to help to diversify the 
Hawalian industries. No attention will be 
paid to the sugar industry there, as Mr. 
Wilson contends that that already is de- 
veloping to the limit. The department pro- 
poses, said Mr. Wilson, to make all these 
islands within the United States raise 
whatever is adaptable to them individually 
and to furnish everything that is needed 
among themselves.

“I have come to Chicago,” said the 
doctor, ‘‘to make suicide easy, not to say 
attractive. We are constantly shocked by 
a body found in the Jake or lying muti- 
lated in the park. Seriously viewing the 
matter, there are annually hundreds of 
people in this town and its vicinity who are 
determined to kill themselves, 

“They are driven to the frightful extrem- 
ity of the rope, the revolver and the most 
violent poisons. To refuse to extend to 
them a less horrible way would not be 
humane. So I am making arrangements 
to establish a place where death shall be 
swift and painless. The man determined 
to die, who sees no other recourse, can 
come into my establishment, sit down in 
my easy chair, touch a button and pro- 
ject his spirit into the beyond. 

“But will not the law step forth and 
prevent your cheerful scheme?’ was asked 
of the ctor. 

“The law of humanity ought to be the 
law of man, and humanity seeks to make 
the grave easy of approach. Understand 
that in my laboratory I shall do every- 
thing in my power to save the woulkl- 
exterminator of self. I will feed him and 
strive to dissuade him. 

“Science has never made ony pronounced 
acknowledgement of it, but the imagined 
necessity for self-extermination is born in 
the liver. In the insipient stage it may be 
eliminated with careful treatment and total 
abstinence from alcohol. But Tf permitted 
to develop, Bright's disease is not so sure 
an agent of the great world beyond.

To each one of these incorporated organiza- 
tions of obligated death I have sent a cir- 
cular. And of that circular this is the vital

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ON THE SURGEONS MAKE 


FICIAL REPORT 


Details of the Wounds and 
Death of Mr. McKinley. 


NO RESPONSIBILITY ASSUMED 


THE DOCTORS AGREE FULLY ON 
EVERY STEP TAKEN. 


Minute Details Given of the Autopsy 
and Its Disclosures and of Test 
Made by Bacteriolegists. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The official report 
of the surgeons who attended on President 
McKinley after he was shot will appear in 
the Medical Journal of Saturday. The re- 
port is signed by Drs. P. M. Rixey, M. 
D. Mann, Herman Mynter, Roswell Park, 
Eugene Wasdin, Charles McBurney and 
Charles G. Stockton, as members of the 
medical staff attending the late President. 
The report of the autopsy is signed by Dr. 
Harvey R. Gaylord, pathologist to the New 
York state pathological laboratory, while 
the report of the bacteriological examina- 
tion bears the signature of Dr. Herman G. 
Matzinger, bacteriologist of the New York 
state pathological laboratory. 

The report goes on to say that the ut- 
most care was used to prevent infection of 
the abdominal cavity and of the wound Dy 
the most approved modern methods of sur- 
gical cleanliness. The wounds in the stom- 
ach were sutured with silk, using double 
rows of stitches so arrannged that the 
greatest possible security was given to the 
sutured spots. The application of these 
stitches was accompanied by great diffi- 
culties, especially the suturing of the open- 
ing in the posterior wall of the stomach, 
The chief trouble was the depth of the ab- 
dominal cavity, the lack of ‘nstruments to 
draw the edges of the wound apart during 
the sewing and the lack of pros light. In 
his comments on the report of the operation 
Dr. Mann particularly emphasizes the dis- 
advantages under which he labored when 
suturing the wounds in the stomach with 
the failing light of a September afternoon. 


The Search for 
the Bullet. 


Later on in the operation a movable elec- 
tric light was used with advantage. Speak- 
ing of the search for the bullet during the 
operation, the report says: 

The operation on the stomach now being fin- 
ished, Dr. Mann introduced his arm so as to pal- 
pitate carefuliy all the deep etructures bebind 
the stomach. No trace of the bullet or of the 
further track of the bullet could be found. As 
the introduction of the hand in this way seemed 
to have a bad influence on the President's pulse, 
prolonged search for further injury done by the 
bullet, or for the bullet itself was desisted from 
Further search might have caused the 
death of the patient upon the operating 
tuble. At the close of the vperation the 
surgeons present unanimously assured Dr. 
Mann, in answer to his questions, that they 
were perfectly satisfied that everything 
that was possible had been done, and that 
they had no further suggestions to make. 
lt was also decided not to introduce any 
gauze or tubes into the abdomen for drain- 
age, as this was not necessary; but the 
wound was not sewed up so tightly that no 


drainage could take place naturally. 


On the fifth day, September 10, took place 
the much discussed removal of stitches 
from the wound in the abdominal wall. 
The report says: 

In the evening the dressings were examined, 
and, as there was considerable staining from the 
discharges, it was thought best to remove four 
stitches and to separate the edges of the wound. 
A little slough was observed near the bullet track, 
covering a space nearly an inch wide, the thick- 
ness of the fiaps. The suppuration seemed to ex- 
tend down to the muscle. 

The remainder of the wound looked 
healthy, and it was thought that the infec- 
tion was due to the bullet or to a piece of 
clothing which had been carried into the 
wound at the time of the shooting. The 
wound was then dressed, and on the fol- 
lowing day the patient’s condition was 
much improved. 

The findings at the autopsy as well as 
the developments of the case during the 
last days exclude all possibility of absolute 
injury to the stomach by premature giving 
of solids, as was alleged at the time when 
unfavorable symptoms came on after 
change to solid diet. 

On the fifth day the President sipped hot 
water, on'the sixth he had beef juice, the 
first food taken by mouth since the opera- 
tion. In the meantime nutritive enemas 
were continued, but were not well retained. 
At 8:30 on the morning of the seventh day 
he was allowed chicken broth, a very small 
plece of toast and a small cup of coffee. He 
did not care for the toast, and ate scarcely 
any of it. The wound had in the mean- 
while been mage 2 very well and had been 
dressed daily after the removal of the 
stitches and the sloughing tissue. The 
President seemed at his best, and a favor- 
able result was now confidently predicted. 
There was no sign of blood poisoning or of 
inflammation of the peritoneum. The only 
alarming symptom was the rapid pulse, 
but as the President had naturally a rather 
rapid pulse, and as it had been of fairly 
good quality right along, the surgeons did 
not attribute very great importance to this 
sign. 


Alarm Comes 
On Seventh Day. 

On the seventh day, toward noon, the 
pulse began to grow weaker and grew 
rapidly worse. Stimulants were given. and 
the food was discontinued, while castor oil 
and an enema of ox gall were given to 
move the bowels. At midnight there was 
some improvement in the pulse, after an in- 
jection of salt solution into the subcutan- 


eous tissues. On the elghth day the condi- 
tion of the President was described as very 
serious, as he did not respond to stimula- 
tion. Stimulants and injection of salt solu- 
tion, coffee and broth were given but with- 
ut much effect.

tinued tor some hours. At 6:30 ‘o'clock the 
President was restless; at 10 p. m. he lost 
consciousness and continued to sink until 
he died at 2:15 a. m. on Sept. 4 

In speaking of the criticism that Roent- 
gen rays should have been used to locate 
the bullet, Dr. Mann says in his report:

Dr. Gaylord's report of the autopsy is 
lengthy and detailed. Nothing of import- 
ance was noted about the wound on the 
chest caused by the first shot, except that 
the area of skin affected was found to be 
discolored, greenish yellow and mottled, and 
that there was a hemorrhage into the fat 
underneath the skin beneath this area. 
The abdominal wound showed no evidence 
of necrosis or sloughing. No inflammation 
of the peritoneum was found. The wound 
in the front wall of the stomach was foun 
“held intact by asilk sutures. The at 
of stomach wail around the wound on t :

wound intact. Behind the latter woun 
there was a spot of discoloration, which 
showed that the sloughing process ae 
one backwards in the track of the bullet. 
The gangrenous cavity found behind the 
stomach involved the pancreas and the sur- 
rounding loose tissues, the bottom of the 
blind ket bel formed by the upper 
end of the left kidney, which was found 
to be lacerated at that point to the extent 
of about two centimeters.

further. The search for the bullet was 
most thorough and painstaking, but in spite 
of all efforts it could not be found, and the 
autopsy had to be discontinued because the 
time allotted to it by the family of the 
late President had already been exceeded. 
Dr. Gaylord adds: 


As we were satisfied that wmothing could be 
gained by locating ie bullet, which had set up 
no reaction, search for it was discontinued. 
Examination of the heart muscle showed 
that it was affected with well-marked fat- 
ty degeneration and in some places the 


muscle fibers showed groups of dark brown 


granules, demonstrating a diseased condi- 
tion of the cardaic muscle. 

Dr. Gaylord believes that the repair to 
the stomach wounds had been effective 


and that the gangrene around these wounds 


does not seem to have been,the result of 
any well defined cause. He attributes the 
gangrenous condition of the tissues solely 
to lowered vitality in the parts. The ap- 
pearance of the gangrenous tissues shows 
nt Sane gangrene took place shortly before 
eath. 

In yy of the causation of the cavity 
behind the stomach, he says that it must 
largely be attributed to the action of the 
missile. It may have resulted from the ro- 
tation of a nearly spent ball, or from the 
simple concussion of the bullet as it passed 
into the soft tissues. The injury to the 
pancreas, producing a cavity within it, oc- 
curred during the passage of the bullet, be- 
cause the cavity was found walled off by 
the fibrin in an advanced stage of organiza- 
tion. There was no leakage of pancreatic 
fluid into the surrounding tissues. The ex- 
tensive gangrene of the pancreas seems to 
have been an important factor in the case, 
though it had never been shown how much 
of this organ must be destroyed to cause 
death. The wound in the kidney was of no 
importance, except as showing the track of 
the buliet. The diseased condition of the 
heart muscles shows why the pulse was 80 
frequent and why it did not respond to 
stimulation at the critical time. 


Tests of the 


Bacteriologist. 

The report of the bacteriologist is largely 
what the doctors call ‘‘negative,”’ {. e., it 
contains rather the absence of germs than 
their presence. 

A culture taken from. the wound during 
life showed several varieties of germs, but 
such a showing is rather expected in such 
cases. There were present two of the or- 


dinary germs of suppuration and one gas- 
forming germ of unknown identity. As to 
the result of an examination of various 
tissues and ‘luids removed in the post- 
mortem in very small supplies, Dr. Mat- 
zinger concludes that ‘‘the absence of 
known pathogenic bacteria, particularly in 
the gangrenous cavity, warrants the con- 
clusion that bacteria infection was not a 
factor in the production of the condition 
found in the autopsy.”’ 

A chemica! analysis by Dr. Hill of the re- 
maining bullets and of the contents of the 
cartridge chambers in the murderer's pistol 
showed that there was no polsonous mate- 
rial, thus disposing of the theory of a 
poisoned bullet.

WHERE RUBIES COME FROM. 


UBIES The 
R most beautiful come from Ceylon, 

~ India and China. The mines of Pegu 
are nearly exhausted or but little worked 
today. The regions where they are sit- 
uated are dangerous of approach; besides, 
in the states of the Grand Mogul the ex- 
portation of rubies is forbidden until they 
have been exhibited to the sqvereign, who 
retains the most beautiful. The ruby of 


Siam is distinguished by its deep and red 
color, somewhat resembling the garnet. 
Carbuncles, to which the ancients at- 
tributed fantastic properties, were in reali. 
ty rubies. They served, it was said, to 
give light to large serpents or dragons 
whose sight had been enfeebled by age; 
they bore them constantly between their 
teeth, and laid them down only for eating 
and drinking. It was even claimed that 
ine carbuncle emitted HMght in darkness 
and that the thickest clothing could not 
stop its rays. Without all the exaggera- 
ion of such legends, it was believed for a 
long time that rubies contained luminous 
rays. The truth is that they have double 
refraction and send out the red rays with 
unequaled brilliancy. Traversed in a va- 
cuum by an electric current, they are il- 
luminated with a red fire of extreme in- 
tensity. The greatest heat does not change 
their form or their color. . 

The largest ruby known in Europe is satu 
to be one that the Russian caravans 
brought from China with other precious 
stones, in exchange for their peltries, and 
which forms today one of the rarest or- 
naments of the imperial court of Russia. 
The one of which Chardin speaks in admi- 
ration was of splendid color and bore en- 
graved the name of the Sheik Lephy. That 
of the Shah of Persia, of which Travernier 
made a drawing, weighed 175 carats. That 
of the King of Visapour was sold in 1653 
for nearly $15,000. The one possessed b 
Gustavus Adolphus was as large as a smal! 
egg and of the most beautiful water. It 
was presented to the Czarina on the occa- 
sion of Gustavus Adolphus’ visit to St. Pe- 
tersburg in 1677.

To see all classes of Swiss people, espec- 
ially the women, and many other nationall- 
tles as well, one does well to go to the 
market on Saturday. Very early in the 
morning the Swiss peasant comes from his 
mountain or country home, bringing his 
vegetables, fruits, flowers, cheese, etc. 
There is a large square devoted to that pur- 
pose, but the streets extending in every 
direction from the square are lined wit 
women and little girls sitting on boxes, 
overturned tubs, or even on the sidewalk, 
with their baskets of produce before them. 
It is the most beautiful sight I ever saw, 
in the way of display of vegetables, fruits 


and flowers, The peasant women have good 
wholesome faces, usually wearing thick 
woolen shirts, blouse waists, with long 


blue gingham or coarse, but spotiessly clean 
white aprons. The young girls of 12, the 
boys, both younger and older, have thick, 
wide shoes, coarse socks of blue, gray or 
bright red color, which reach but two or 
three inches above their shoes, and bare 
legs above. The women and girls usually 
attend to the marketing of vegetables, 
fruits and flowers, while the men assist the 
women in the stalls, where baskets, wood- 
enware and cheese are sold.

| VINELAND THE GOOD 


HIIS is the story of the first finding of 
America by the Icelanders, nearly 500 
years before Columbus. They landed 

on the coast, and stayed for a short time; 
where they landed is uncertain. Thinking 
that it was in New England, the people of 
Boston have erected a statue of Leif in 
their town. The story was not written 
til! long after Leif’s time, and it cannot ail 
be true. Dead men do not return and give 
directions about their burial as we read 
here. We have omitted a silly tale of a 
one-footed man. In the middle ages, people 
believed that one-footed men lived in Afri- 
ca; they thought Vineland was near Africa, 
BO they brought the fable into the Baga. 
Hundreds of years before Columbus dis- 
covered America, there lived in Iceland a 
man named Eric the Red. His father had

family to Iceland. Eric, too, was a danger- 
ous man. Hts servants did mischief on the 
farm of a neighbor, who slew them. Then 
Eric slew the farmer, and also Holmgang 
Hrafn, a famous duelist, of whom the coun- 
try was well rid. Eric was banished from 
that place, and, in his new home, had a new 
quarrel, He lent some furniture to a. man 
who refused to restore it. Eric, therefore, 
carried off his goods, and the other pursued 
him. They fought, and Eric killed him. For 
this he was made an outlaw, and went sail- 
ing to discover new countries. He found 
one, where he settled, calling it Greenland, 
because, he said, people would come there 
more readily if it had a good name. 

One Thorbiron, among others, sailed to 
Greenland, but came in an unlucky time, 
for fish were scarce, and so.ne settlers were 
drowned. At that day, some of the new 
comers were Christians, some stil! wor- 
Shipped the old gods, Thor ani! Woder, and 
practised magic. These sent for a prophet- 
ess to tell them what the end of their new 
coiony would be. It ie curious to know what 
& real witch was like, and how she behaved. 
£0 we Shall copy the story from the old 
Icelandic book. > 

“When she came in the evening. with the 
‘man who had been sent to meet her. she 
was clad in a dark-blue cloak, fastened 
with a strap, and set with stones quite 
down to the hem. She wore glass beads 
around her neck, and upon her head a black 
lambskin hood, lined with white catskin. In 
her hands she carried a staff upon which 
there was a knob, which was ornamented 
with brass, and set with stones up about 
the knob. Circling her watst she wore a 
girdle of touchwood, and attached to it a 
great skin pouch, in which she kept the 
charms which she used when she was prac- 
tising her sorcery. She wore upon her feet 
Bhaggy calfskin shoes, with long, tough 
latch.-ts, upon the ends of which there were 
large brass buttons. She had catskin gloves 
upon her hands; the gloves were white in- 
side and lined with fur. When she entered 
all of the folk felt it to be their duty to 
offer he becoming greetings. She received 
the salutations of each individual] according 
as he pleased her. Yeoman Thorkel took 
the siby! by the hand and led her to the 
seat which had been made ready for her. 
Thorkel bade her run. her eves over man 
and beast and home. She had little to say 
concerning all these. The tables were 
brought forth tn the evening, and it re- 
mains to be told What manner of food was 
prepared for the prophetess. A porridge of 
goat's beestings was made for her, and for 
meat there were dressed the hearts of 
every kind of beast which could be obtained 
there. She had a brass spoon, and a knife 
with a handle of walrus tusk with a double 
hasp of brass around the haft, and from 
this the point was broken. And when the 
tables were’ removed, Yeoman Thorkel ap- 
proaches the prophetess Thorbiorg, and 
asks how she is pleased with the home. and 
the character of the folk, and how speedily 
she would be likely to become aware of 
that concerning which he had questioned 
her, and which the people were anxious to 
know. She replied that she could not give 
an Opinion in this matter before the mor- 
row, after that she had slept there through 
the night. And on the morrow. when the 
day was far spent, such preparations were 
mads &aS were necessary to enable her to 
accomplish her soothsaying. She bade them 
bring her those women who knew the in- 
cantation which she required to work her 
spells, and which she called Warlocks: but 
such women were not to be found. There- 
upon a search was made throughout the 
house, to see whether any one knew this 
(incantation). Then says Gudrid, Thorbi- 
orn’s daughter: ‘Although I am neither 
skilled in the black art nor a sibyl, vet my 
foster-mother, Halldis, taught me jn Ice- 
land that Spell-song, which she called War- 
locks.’ Thorbiorg answered: ‘Then art 
thou wise in season!’ Gudrid replies: ‘This 
is an Incantation and ceremony of such a 
kind that I do not mean to lend it anv aid 
for that I am a Christian woman.’ Thor- 
ae, | answers: ‘It might so be that thou 
couldst give thy help to the company here 
and stil! be no worse woman than before: 
however, I leave it with Thorkel to provide 
for my needs.’ Thorkel now so urged Gud- 
rid that she said she must needs comply 
with his wishes. The women then made a 
ring round about, while Thorbiorg sat up 
on the spell-dais. Gudrid then sang the 
song, 80 sweet and well, thft no one re- 
membered ever before to have hear@ the 

elody sung with so fair a voice as this. 

© sorceress thanked her for the song, and 
Said: ‘She has indeed lured many spirits 
hither, who think it pleasant to hear this 
song, those who were wont to forsake us 
hitherto and refuse to submit themselves to 
uSs.. cage tf things are now revealed to me 
which hitherto have been hidden. both from 
me and from others. And I am able to an- 
nounce that this period of famine will not 
endure longer, but the season will mend 


‘as spring approaches. The visitation of dis- 


ease, which has been so long upon you, 
After this, Thorbiorn sailed to the part of 
Greenland where Eric the Red lived, and 


Ahere was received with open arms. Eric 


had two sons. one called Thorstein. the 
other Leif the Lucky, and it was Leif who 
afterwards discovered Vineland the Good, 
that is, the coast of America, somewhere 
between Nova Scotia and New England. 
He found it by accident. He had been in 
Norway, at the court of King Olaf. who 
bade him proclaim Christianity in Green- 
land. As he was sailing thither, Leif was 
driven by tempests out cf Als course, and 
came upon coasts which he had never heard 
of, where wild vines grew. and hence he 
called that shore Vineland the Good, 
he vine did not grow, of course, 
in Iceland. Zut Leif had with him 
Tyrker and one day, 
they were on shore, Tyrker was 
in joining the rest. He was very 
‘muck excited. and spoke in the German 
tongue. saying: ‘I have found something 
nev’, Vines and grapes.’ hen thev filled 
their boat full of grapes, and sailed away. 
Hie also brought away some men from a 
wreck, and with these, and the message

to his father, Eric the Red, and from that 
day he was named Leif the Lucky. But 
Eric had no grea? mind to become a Chris- 
tion, he had been born to believe in Thor 
and his own sword. 

Next year. Leif’s brother. Thorstein. set 
out to find Vineland, and Eric, first bury- 
ing all his treasures, started with him, 
but he fell from his horse and broke his 
ribs, and his company came within sight 
of Ireland, but Vineland they did not see, 
so they returned to Ericsfirth in Greenland, 
and there passed the winter. 

There was much sickness; and one wom- 
an died. After her death she rose, and they 
could only lay her by holding an axe be- 
fore her breast. Thorstein, Eric’s son, died, 
a'iso, but in the night he arose again and 
said that Christian burial should be given 
to men in consecrated ground. For the 
manner had been to eure the dead in their 
farms with a long pole driven through the 
touched the breast of the 
corpse. Afterwards the priest came, and 
poured holy water through the hole, and 
net till then, perhaps long after the death, 
was the funeral service held. After Thor- 
stein rose and spoke, Christian burial was 
always used in Greenland. Next year came 
Karisefni from Iceland, with two ships, 
and Eric received him kindly, and gave 
all his crew winter quarters. In summer 
nothing would serve Karlsefni but to search 
again for Vineland the Good. They took 
three ships and 10 men, and south they 
sailed. They passed Fiat Stone Land, where 
there were white foxes and Bear Island, 
there were white foxes, and Bear Island, 
and a cape. where they found the keel of a 
wrecked ship, this they named Keelness. 
Then they reached the Wonder Strands, 
long expanses of sandy shore. Now Karl- 
sefni had with him two Scotch or Irish sav- 
ages, the swiftest of all runners. whom 
King Olaf had given to Leif the Lucky, and 
they were fleeter-footed than deer.

Reyond Streamfirth they landed and es- 
tablished themselves there 

“There were mountains thereabouts. They 


occupied themseives exclusively with the 
exploration of the country. They remained 
there during the winter, and they had 


taken no thoucht for this during the sum- 
mer. The fishing began to fail. and they 
began to fall short of food. Then Thor- 
hall the Huntsman @isanpeared. They had 
already praved to God for food, but it did 
not come as promptly as their necessities 
seeme@ to demand. They searched (for 
Thorhall for three half days and found 
him on a projecting crag. He was lying 
there, and looking up at the sky, with 
mouth and nostrils agape, and mumbling 
something. They asked him why he had 
gone thither: he replied, that this did not 
concern any one.

the whale down into the sea, and mate 
proved, and they could now row out to 
fish, and thenceforward they had no lack of 
provisions, for they could hunt game on the 
land, gather eggs on the sree ¢ and catch 
fish from the sea.”’ ; 
Next spring Thorhall the heathen left 
therm, laughing at the wine which he had 


been promised, and sailed north. He “and 
his crew were driven to Ireland, where. 
they were captured and sold as slaves, 


and that was all Thorhall got by worship- 
ping the Red Beard. Karlsefni sailed south 
and reached a rich country of wild maize, 
where also was plenty of fish and game. 
Mere they first met the natives. who came 
in a fleet of. skin canoes “They were 
swarthy men and ill-lecking, and the hair 
of their heads was ugly. Thev had great 
eves and were broad of cheek.”’ 

The Icelanders held up a white shield in 


sign of peace, and the natives witndrew. 
anny may have been Eskimo or Red In- 
dians. 


The winter was mild and open, but spring 
had scaree returned, when the bay was &s 
full of native conoes ‘“‘as if ashes had becn 
sprinkled over it.’’ They only came to trade 
and exchanged furs for red cloth, nor did 
they seem to care whether they got a broad 
piece of cloth or a narrow one. They also 
wanted weapons, but these Karlsefni re- 
fused to sell. The market was going On 
busily when a’ bull that Karlsefni had 
brought from Greénland came out of the 
wood and began to bellow, whereupon the 
Skraelings (as they called the natives), ran. 
Three weeks passed when the Skraelings 
returned in very great force, waving thelr 
clubs against the course of the sun, where- 
as in peace they waved them with it. Karl- 
sefni showed a red shield, the token of war, 
and fighting began. It is not easy to make 
out what nappened, for there are two sagas, 
or stories of these events, both written 
down long after they occurred. In one we 
read that the Skraeliings were good sling- 
ers. and also that they used a machine 
which reminds one rather of gunpowder 
than of anything else, They swung from a 
pole a great black bail, and it made a 
fearful noise when it fell among Karlsefni’s 
men. So frightened were they that they 
saw Skraelings where there were none, and 
they were only rallied by the courage of a 
woman named Freydis. who seized a dead 
man's sword and faced the Skraelings. 
beating her bare breast with the flat of the 
blade. On this the Skraelings ran to their 
canoes and paddled away. In the other ac- 
count Karlsefni had fortified his house with 
a palisade, behind which the women waited. 
To one of them, Gudrid, the appearance of 
a white woman came;-her hair was of a 
light chestnut color, she was pale and had 
very large eyes. ‘‘What is thy name?’ she 
udrid. “My name is Gudrid; but 
what is thine?’ “‘Gudrid!”’ says the strange 
woman. Then came the sound of a great 
crash and the woman vanished. A battle 
followed in which 
Slain. 

It all reads like a dream. In the end Karl- 
sefni sailed back to Ericsfirth with a great 
treasure of furs. A great and prosperous 
family in Iceland was descended from him 
at the time when the stories were written 
down. But it is said that Freydis, who 
frightened the Skraelings, Committed many 
Sarees in Vineland among her own peo- 
pie. 
The Icelanders never returned to Vine- 
land the Good, though a bishop named Eric 
is said to have started for the country in! 
1121. Now, in the story of Cortes, you may | 
read how: the Mexicans believed in a god: 
called Quetgalcoatl, a white man in appear- 
ance, who Gwelt among them and departed 
mysteriously, saying that he would come 
again; and they at first. took Cortes and 
his men for the children of Quetzalcoatl. So 
we may fancy if we please that Bishop, 
Eric, or one of his descendants, wandered | 
from Vineland south and west across the. 
continent and arrived among the Agstecs, 
and by them Was taken for a god.*
